parachute, glider and transport 
plane after a heavy aerial bom- 
bardment. 


Greek mainland, from 75-to 100 
miles -away, the Germans . were 
said to be employing huge new 
Focke-Wulf air transports capable 
of carrying 50 to 70 men each. 
The gliders employed in the 
landings were cut loose from tow- 
ing planes at a great height many 
miles away from their objectives 
and coasted in without the tell- 
tale drone of motors. 

Some of thet ng planes 
were reported shot down, but -no 
figures were given. 

Military men here said a Ger- 
man air-borne division, such . a8 
the one reported engaged in the 
invasion of Crete, consists of two 
infantry regiments, one artillery 
regiment armed ‘with 75-mililimeter 
guns, an anti-tank artillery bat- 
talion with 37-mm. guns, a motor- 
cycle reconnaissance unit, a signal 
corps and a detachment of engi- 
neers. 

Such a division, it was said, 
probably uses about 250, planes, 
each of which is expected to make 
three or four trips carrying troops 


and towing gliders. 

The technique is to drop para- 
chutists first. If they are success- 
ful in establishing a base they put 
out signals and the troop-carrying 
planes attempt to land.

A final decision on adoption of 
the voluntary registration plan, 
it was said, will rest with LaGuar-.

vilian defenses, Such’ defenses in- | 
clude Home Guards, already‘ 
formed in some states, air-raid 
warning and air-raid defense serv- 
ices, and the numerous services 
connected “with recreational and 
social projects for men in the 
army. 


In announcing his selection of 
LaGuardia for ‘the new . post, 
Roosevelt indicated that civil de- 
fense services might utilize men 
of military age who are in deferred 
classifications. He said that he had 
‘asked selective service headquar- 
ters for the names of those who 
could volunteer for civil defense 
duties. 

Of the 16,500,000 selective service 
registrants, about 6,000,000 have 
been classified to date and only 
600,000 of these men will be in 
training by the end of June. Thus 
a reservoir of at least 5,000,000 
would be available here, and the 
number would be more than dou- 
bled when the remaining 10,000,000 
registrants are classified. 

However, some authorities are 
known to view this huge pool of 
registrants as the nation’s prin- 
cipal manpower supply, not. only 
for military service, if deferments 
should be restricted, but also for 
defense industries and agriculture.

McDaniel’s Letter.

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) .— 
The State Department was in- 
formed today that German. naval 
authoritiés would permit American 
survivors from the sunken freight- 
er Zamzam to leave France. 

The report came through Vichy, 
from Henry S. Waterman, Ameri- 
can Consul at Bordeaux, before he 
left for St. Jean de Luz where the 
140 Americans were taken by the 
Germans. 

Waterman’s report said that 
“German naval authorities have no 
objection American survivors leav- 
ing. via Spain, Portugal.” 

Waterman said he was leaving 
Bordeaux immediately for St. Jean 
de Luz and would report fully aft- 
er his arrival there. 

He was.informed by German 
naval authorities that the Amer- 
ican group was composed of 62 
men, 53 women and 25 children. 

Previously it had been reported 
there were 138 Americans on the 
ship, sunk en route from New York 
and Recife (Pernambuco), Brazil, 
to Capetown and Alexandria, 


NAZIS SAY SECRETS 
MUST BE GUARDED 


BERLIN, May 21 (AP).—Ger- 
man military authorities will make 
sure that American ambulance driv- 
ers in their hands cannot divulge 
any military information to the 
United States or Britain, author- 
ized sources asserted today. The 
statement came in response to the 
question whether Americans cap- 
tured in the sinking of the Egyp- 
tian liner Zamzam would be re- 
leased soon. Twenty-four of the 
group were members of the Brit- 
ish-American Ambulance Corps, 
reported en route to Africa for 
service with British and “Free 
French” forces under Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle. 

Donald Heath, first secretary of 
the United States Embassy, who 
called at the Foreign Office today, 
Was understood to have received 
official assurances of the Amer- 
ieans’ safety and to have been 
told that arrangements would be 
made for them to be visited by an 
American consular official. 

May Go to Neutral Territory. 

Speedy release of the 140 Ameri- 
cans, including about 100 mission- 
aries and their families, taken off 
the Zamzam before it was sunk 
in the South Atlantic by a Nazi 
‘warship, previously had been fore- 
cast by an authorized German 
spokesman, who said it was ex- 
pected that the Americans would 
be permitted to leave soon for neu- 
tral countries.

LONDON, May 21 (AP). 

HE battledress of the Brit- 
T ish imperial forces, which 

the British say is worn by 
German parachutists in Crete, 
consists of a khaki blouse, short 
and fitting tight at the waist, 
long khaki trousers tucked into 
short fabric leggings, and the 
usual British steel helmet. 

Informed Britons explained 
that the battle dress of the 
various groups within the im- 
perial forces is similar, so that 
New Zealanders, Australians 
and others would be indistin- 
guishable except for insignia 
on the sleeve below the shoul- 
der. 

In tropical operations, the Im- 
periat battle dress is usually 
khaki shirt and shorts with 
puttees covering the lower legs, 
but sources here said it was 
doubtful if this were being 
worn by the forces in Crete.

Democratic leaders will seek a 
reconsideration of the adverse vote 
as soon as they can round up some 
of the Democratic members who 
were absent on today's roll call. 
Representative F. B. Conrath, Dem- 
ocrat, Lewis County, one. df the 
handlers of the bill, changed his 
vote from aye to no to be in a 
position. to move reconsideration 
within three days. 

Vote on Party Lines. 
The vote on the bill was on 
lines, except for the inten- 
tional change by Conrath and three 
Democrats who voted against it. 
They were Representatives A. R. 
Kincaid, Clay County; E. F.. Cook, 
Buchanan County, and R. E. Ew- 
ing,, Vernon County. 

The bill was the center of a bit- 
ter fight on perfection recently, 
when the Democratic majority 
forced adoption of’ amendments 
which increased the bill by $7,- 
268,580 over the form in which it 
originally was reported out of com- 
mittee, and by $6,863,338 over the 
executive budget recommendations 
for the biennial period. 

The bill as voted on today pro- 
poses appropriations for the af- 
fected departments for operations 
in 1941 and 1942 which are $9,444, 
684 in excess of what the same de- 
partments received from State and 
Federal fund sources in the last 
biennial period of 1939 and 1940. 
The increases inchide $2,284,527 
from State funds and $7,160,157 
from Federal grants. 

Among increases which were a 
center of opposition were 
for State Auditor Forrest ‘Smith, 
Democrat, increasing his . biennial 
appropriation to ‘$2,192,500, and 
$356,315 tor Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown, Democrat, in- 
creasing his proposed appropria- 
tion to $1,845,550. ..Both_ increases 
are in comparison with what they 
spent in 1939 and 1940. 

Wasteful, Republicans Say. 

Republican minority leaders at- 
tacked the bill as wasteful, and 
imposing an unnecessary burden 
upon people of the State at a time 
when heavy Federal tax demands 
were imminent for national de- 
tense projects. Republican Minor- 
ity Leader Howard Elliott, St. 
Louis County, said it was a “minor 
tragedy” in the affairs of the State 
and an unwarranted demand upon 
the treasury. 

Democratic leaders - defended the 
increases as necessary for opera- 
tion of the State departments and 
urged that most of the increases 
would be from Federal and not 
State funds. When a minority 
member alluded to Democratic 
campaign pledges of economy, 
Representative Hamlin § (Dem.) 
Hannibal, replied: “Didn’t Wen- 
dell L, Willkie (1940 Republican 
presidential nominee) say plat- 
forms were made to be broken?”

The Con- 
stitution says that Congress alone 
can “declare war.”

It is not 
mentioned in the Constitution. 

It is some kind of a “situation” 
where all industries can be. put on 
a war basis—in effect seized— 
where the navy and air force can 
be used wherever and however the 
President wants to use them, from 
the Red Sea to the Straits of 
Malacca, if he “determines” that it 
is good “strategy” to defend the 
Americas by fighting Japan on the 
other side of the world. This 
“giant” propaganda or anti-propa- 
ganda machine also needs some 


* 4) explanation. 


Few well-informed Washington 
observers doubt that it means cen- 


ing radio, to the end that our un- 
willing people can be pushed into 
war without the aid or protection 
of critical comment. 

Tt is another “clever little 
scheme,” like calling a convoy a 
“patrol,” to fool the country by 
juggling with words. 

If Senator Lee can put all these 
things together and tell his peace- 
minded Oklahoma _ constituents 
wherein they differ from an out- 
right declaration of war by the 
President, sidestepping the Con- 
gress and the Constitution and be- 
traying their wishes, he will de- 
serve a suitable reward—perhaps, 
like a prize calf, a blue ribbon in 
his chosen profession of elocution 
—which is the art of saying noth- 
ing, or less, attractively. 

No Joking Matter. 

This is no joking matter, either 
for the people of Oklahoma or of 
the United States. For Senator 
Josh Lee ig to a far greater extent 
a representative of a war-minded 
executive administration than he 
is of the people of his State. He 
and his equally gaseous colleague, 
Senator Pepper of Fiorida, are the 
semi-official trial balloons of that 
administration. 

They make these apparently ir- 
responsible ascensions into the war 
stratosphere to test out public 
opinion. If they are punctured and 
shot down by popular resentment, 
they can’t be charged to the ad- 
ministration. 

The descent can’t much hurt 
these momentarily deflated human 
gasbags, because they will fall 
gently to earth, buoyed up by ad- 
ditional patronage. 

If, like “we apples,” of which 
they are very reminiscent, they 
continue to float without too much 
anti-aircraft fire from the ground-

Delay Since August. 

Possible expansion of the indus- 
try was discussed by executives 
of the Aluminum Company of 
America with defense officials last 
August.

In March mandatory priorities 
were applied. There was still an 
effort to allocate some aluminum 
for civilian needs. Then the en- 
tire output was requistioned for 
defense. Along came the Presi- 
dent’s recently announced expan- 
sion of the bomber program, and 
aluminum estimates were once 
again revised upward. 

The most dramatic story told be- 
fore the Senate Committee was 
that of Reynolds, whose firm has 
for many years manufactured alu- 
minum products, particularly alu- 
minum foil, from ingot aluminum 
purchased from the Aluminum 
Company of America. Reynolds told 
the committee of his conversation 
in the summer of 1939 with the 
head of the French syndicate man- 
ufacturing aluminum, who scoffed 
at Reynolds’ fears of German su- 
periority in this field of produc- 
tion. 


Builds Two Plants. 

In August of 1940, Reynolds said, 
he approached Arthur V. Davis, 
chairman of the board of the Alu- 
minum Company of America, and 
suggested to him the need to ex- 
pand alminum production and lay 
in supplies of the ore while ship- 
ping was still available. He told 
the committee that Davis was un- 
-interested, , 

It was at this time that'Reyn- 
olds decided to go into the — 
of processing the ore himself, even 
though, he said, defense commis- 
sion officials actively discouraged 
him.

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BACK TO THE TRADITIONAL THANKSGIVING. 

Mr. Roosevelt yesterday did away with one of the 
country’s greatest teapot issues when he announced 
that Thanksgiving day next year would be observed 
on the traditional last Thursday in November. This 
will doubtless be a great relief to many persons, par- 
ticularly in New England and in Republican states, 
who took the stand that a sacred tradition was be- 
ing trampled by the presidential calendar-tinkering. 
Now these worshipers of ancient custom can feel 
assured that the country is safe again.

If we per- 
mit the completion of that primary task to 
be delayed or interfered with, if we allow 
ourselves to be drawn into large-scale oper- 
ations elsewhere, if we attempt to ride off 
in all directions at once, we may well wind 
up, half-organized, half-equipped; flounder- 
ing at the mercy of the future. 

There is an immediate and growing dan- 
ger of our becoming so overwrought, so 
entirely concentrated on the issue abroad, 
that we forget all this. The pressure 
mounts. The needié upon the gauge of 
public temperament creeps steadily around, 
and in certain sections of the country it is 
already well past the thin line of warning. 

On aid to Britain all these forces now 
converge. Aid to Britain is, of course, an 
advantage to us, and we must make full 
use of it. The point of danger is not in 
giving such aid—for we must give it on 
practical as well as long-range grounds— 
but in the extent of it, and the means, A 
situation here develops to which we must 
give our full attention and on which we 
must be very clear. 

It. is no time for emotional yawps, tirades, 
chest-thumping and cheap denunciations. 
It is a time in which the average American, 
facing, in the crucial sense, a vast military 
problem, must deliberate, decide and act 
with all the intelligence and courage he 
expects of his Generals and Admirals. More 
than a battle is at stake.

Because such a step, in our present condi- 
tion, could easily lead to a costly defeat in 
detail which might mean an upheaval at

This country, in co-operation with certain 
Latin-American nations, can defend the en- 
tire Western Hemisphere against any inva- 
sion computable at this date. But that 
power is contingent upon certain facts. 
Upon our being properly armed, properly 
trained, properly established along the stra- 
tegic hemisphere line. And this “properly” 
does not imply astronomical requirements 
without regard to our capabilities. It im- 
plies only what anyone looking at the facts 
can demonstrate we are able to achieve. 

But the effort toward this end cannot be 
canalized. Its importance is almost beyond 
exaggeration: For upon the successful com- 
pletion of the job before us, and nowhere 
else, rests our ultimate security. 


The defense of the Western Hemisphere 
is in our hands, Unless— 

Enter defeat in detail. Defeat in detail 
means extending a salient so far that, no 
matter what the power you may have to 
draw on, the enemy, even if inferior, can 
defeat you at the point of operations. 

Numerous factors would work to our ad- 


vantage should any enemy attempt an at- 


tack against this hemisphere; similar fac- 
tors would work to our disadvantage should 
we attack across the ocean—most particu- 
larly at this point, when we are building and 
have not yet achieved the power we need. 
Serious losses or setbacks now would be 
far more difficult to retrieve than if we had 
everything in working order for replacement 
of trained men and of materials. 

Look at the case. We have an urgent 
and more vitally important task to com- 
plete. Instead of addressing ourselves to 
it with all the speed and energy of which 
we are capable, we allow ourselves to be 
drawn into a patchwork and pellmell ad- 
venture which involves military operations 
abroad -on a.large scale: We are, then, so 
to speak, extending an arm across an ocean, 
and if the hand at the end of that arm 
should be severed, we might, in trying to 
retrieve the disaster, or save what we could, 
bleed out our men, materials and resources. 

When we had been sufficiently weakened, 
what then? Our line of hemisphere defense, 
remember, would never have been properly 
established or fortified, for in this hypo- 
thetical case, we would have more or less 
abandoned it in order to concentrate our 
efforts in another sphere, 

But this is a hypothetical case. ‘The trou- 
ble is that, hypothetical-or not, it is far from 
an impossibility. Let us leave aside the few 
individuals who wish us to go to war now, 
ready or not, with no idea of our 
chances of success, we could get out 
of it, or what we could accomplish.

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ARNOLD'S REPORT 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, May ‘21. 

S befits a man in his position, 
Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnoid, ‘chief 
of the Air Corps and deputy 
chief of staff, made a pretty 
strictly factual report on. his re- 
turn from Britain. He brought 
back a quantity of data on many 
aspects. of the war, from Britain’s 
acute need for more heavy bomb- 
ers to the current shipping situa- 
tion. 

What is: extremely striking is 
the unanimity with which men 
who have heard Arnold interpret 
his factual report. Discussion of 
the matter with several did not 
disclose a single dissent from the 
view that’ Arnold’s report: meant 
Britain would not hold out for 
many months longer without ac- 
tive American aid. 


Cumulative. 


T is especially significant that 
| agreement was also general on 

the prime significance of the 
part of Arnold’s report devoted to 
the shipping situation. This, it 
was said, was the determining 
factor in the above conclusion. 

Not long ago certain facts on 
the shipping situation were pre- 
sented in this space, of which 
the most notable was the authori- 
tative estimate that 1941 would see 
a net loss of 30 per cent of the 
British merchant marine. Ar- 
nold’s more recent estimates have 
not been divulged, but it is un- 
derstood that if they alter the 
picture at all, they make it dark- 
er. Thus 30 per cent net loss may 
be considered a minimum = esti- 
mate. What is the meaning of 
such a loss? And how can the 
estimate be made to fit in with 
the loud denials that anything 
even approaching 40 per cent of 
cargoes going from this country 
to Britain were being sent to the 
bottom? The answers to both 
questions are reasonably simple. 

Taking the second question first, 
the widely quoted figure of 40 per 
cent cargo losses undoubtedly 
originated in a misunderstanding 
of the fact that considerably 
more than 40 per cent of Britain’s 
total merchant shipping is ex- 
pected to be sunk in 1941. The 
net loss is estimated at only 30 
per cent because replacements 
will be made from several sources. 
Nor does that imply the sinking 
of even 30 per cent of every con- 
voy. For even under war condi- 
tions the average merchant ship 
makes four and a half round 
trips, to and from Britain, in every 
12 months. Thus a given ship's 
chance of being sunk on a given 
voyage, whether to or from this 
country or elsewhere, is only one- 
ninth of the gross loss. 

In short the loss of ships is cu- 
mulative, and the loss of goods is 
not. While at the end of the year

Canada’s Army and How It Is Growing— 
70,000 Soldiers Overseas and 108,000 
More in Training to Go, With Volun- 
teers Enrolling at 5000 a Month. 


(Copyright, 1941.) ; 
ANADA’S army, like that of the United States, started in this war 
from scratch. It had been for some years the victim of an ¢con- 
omy wave resulting from the 1930 depression, and when war was 

declared in 1938 the Dominion’s military foreés consisted of only 4600 

officers and men and a non-permanent active militia of 60,000. 


The situation to date: 
More than 70,000 


About 5000 volunteers being in- 
ducted for overseas service month- 
ly, and an equal number for home 
defense; period of basic training— 
four months. 

Sixty training centers in opera- 
tion. 

Equipment now sufficient for 


training purposes but not for full 
field service. 


Training Procedure. 

. Trainees are in the army when 
they report at camp for their sec- 
ond medical examination. Bight 
per cent of these, already passed 
in a preliminary examination by 
their local doctors, are rejected as 
unfit. The army says this is be- 
cause the local doctors lack X-ray 
facilities and other paraphernalia 
for thorough examination. Trainees 
spend the first two months at a 
basic training center and then 
move on to other camps for ad- 
vanced training. They may stay 
in the infantry or go in for such 
special training as or artil- 
lery. At the end of four months 
the volunteers are ready for em- 
barkation overseas. The men 
called by law usually return then 
to civilian life, subject to call for 
home defense. The group now in 
training is to be retained indefi- 
nitely for such service. It was the 
Government's theory that many of 
those, imbued with the spirit of 
army life, would stay in the army 
for the duration. This has been 
true of 25 per cent, according to 
the Ministry of Defense. 


Thinking of the year’s training 
given selectees in the United States, 
I asked Canadian officers what 
kind of soldiers they had been able 
to develop in four months. “It’s a 
highly intensive course,” they said, 
“but we think we're turning out a 
pretty good soldier. He could go 
overseas and give an excellent ac- 
count of himself.” 


The Defense Ministry said there 
had been no lack of recruits for 
the active army up to now. How- 
ever, a drive to fill the gaps in 
Canadian ranks overseas is now 
planned. In the beginning, the 
hardest job was to keep back the 
flow of recruits until it could be 
handled and regulated. 


Veteran Officers Available. 


There were no real headaches 
because the great number of vet- 
eran officers from the World War 
provided a backlog of practical 
knowledge on which the army 
could build. Forty-eight per cent 
of the men required in the new 
kind of warfare should have some 
technical trade knowledge and 
these men were proving hard to 
get, what with the demand for 
them in the war industries. 

“This is a drab sort of war com- 

with the last one,” I was 
told at the Defense Ministry. 
“Then, the home towns were all 
raising units and the men went 
overseas together. The bands 
played and there was much parad- 
. When a man joins up now, 
it isn’t under a hoopla emotional 
strain or for fear of being called 
a slacker. It’s because he has sat 
down with his family and talked 
it over and decided it is the thing 
to do, He knows he may be kept 
in Canada for a long time with no 
thrills or adventure, that when he 
goes overseas it may be among 
strangers. But when he’s rational- 
ized the whole business, he’s be- 
come the best kind of a soldier. 
He’s the kind that will stand up 
and show initiative. And this may 
be especially valuable, because if 
the Germans get into England the 
defense will not be fought by one 
army on an extended battle line 
another, but in a large 
number of small, isolated engage- 
ments where individual initiative 
and judgment will count for 
plenty.” 

Men who are getting bored in 
Canadian camps because they 
haven’t gone to England have been 
told by their officers that the rea- 
son for this is the light casualties 
of the British army, that troops 
were sent whenever the British 
asked for them. More oe 


try in action. He wag rec- 
ommended for the Victoria Cross 
for bringing wounded men in un- 
der fire, but the reviewing board 
said no, rather he should be repri- 
manded as a Colonel for having 
taken such risks; it was not his 
job.

Conscription Issue. 

Conscription for overseas service 
is Canada’s political football. One 
Government official said, rather 
cynically: “Every politician in 

anada stands with his back to 
the sun and the length of his 
shadow is the distance between 
his feet and the Province of Que- 
bec,” 

The French Canadians of Quebec 
have demonstrated their loyalty in 
this war, but at the last general 
election both major parties played 
safe and promised them there nev- 
er would be conscription for over- 
seas service. The Prime Minister 
has repeated that pledge and still 
holds to the belief that volunteer 
enlistment will provide all the 
troops which are needed. At the 
start of the war, home defense 
trainees were called up for only 30 
days’ training. Finally, the Gov- 
ernment extended this period to 
the present four-month plan. The 
present call-up is for single men 
and childless widowers, all in their 
twenty-first year, but the regula- 
tions permit a draft of these two 
classes of recruits up to 45 years. 

Canadian newspapers intimate 
from time to time that the impact 
of circumstances may force the 
Liberal government to do an about- 
face on conscription. 


The largest military establish- 
ment in Canada is Camp Borden, 
40 miles north of Toronto. Here I 
found 17,000 men sloshing through 
the snow and muck in the final 
days of winter. Among them were 
an armored division, a tank bri- 
gade and an infantry brigade, all 
of them due soon for service over- 
seas 


Work of Armored Division 
The men of the armored division 
are training with the kind of me- 
chanized equipment Gen. Wavell 
used in Libya. (They are not to 
be confused with the tank brigade). 
On their last maneuvers. they 
moved 600 trucks.e-distance of 
300 miles in three days and fought 
a sham battle without losing a 
truck. Trainees learn the theory 
of their job in a classroom, first 
get behind the wheel on a driving 
ground, take road tests with an 
instructor and finally are sent out 
as solo carriers. They must be 
able to maintain the proper dis- 
tance between vehicles when in 
convoy, even in a blackout, and 
must be expert mechanics, map- 
readers and radio operators. Many 
of them are tall, strapping farmers’ 
sons. I went riding in a new Uni- 
versal Carrier with one of them— 
Sergt. Henry, born on a Caledonia 
farm. One of hig officers told me 
that the Sergeant’s mother had 
given him a piston ring for teeth- 
ing and he knew Henry could take 
a gasoline engine apart and put 
it together again before he was 
out of knee pants. Sergt. Henry, 
himself, said he guessed he’d been 
driving “tractors 'n things” as far 
back as he could remember. Aft- 
er he had given me a comfortable 
ride in the big Universal, he took 
me up and down hill in a Carden- 
Lioyd “bug,” a very small trac- 
tor of high speed, designed to carry 
a Vickers machine gun. The ser- 
geant stopped only at climbing 
trees. In retrospect the parachute 
jump at the World's Fair and Coney 
Island’s toughest rides seemed as 
the gentle rocking of a cradle. 


Irish Regiment. 

I had mess that noon at Camp 
Borden with Col. H. B, Duthie and 
with the officers of Toronto's 
famous Irish Regiment, now a part 
of a Canadian infantry brigade.

The severity 
of diabetes goes in waves; thou- 
sands of negative tests are better 
than failure to recognize the re- 
turn of active diabetes. Diabetes 
can improve and grow milder and 
it can also grow worse. 

Among other things, the dia- 
betic should always watch are the 
toes and feet. Toes are a greater 
hazard than teeth. A diabetic pa- 
tient can have a toothache and 
he will fly to the dentist to have 
it treated or taken out. But if 
he has a toe ache, he will let it 
go, or when he does go to the 
doctor it is treated palliatively. It 
is too bad the diabetic can’t lose 


“his toes as easily as he does his 


teeth. A neglected diabetic toe 


may run into gangrene or severe 


infection which endangers his life. 
The diabetic should bathe his feet, 
keep them scrupulously clean, and 
change stockings frequently. Com- 
fortable shoes are very important 
and resting the feet so they are 
not dependent and get full of 
blood is most important.

OU could have knocked us 
Y over with a feather when Gali- 

Gali found that little yellow 
baby chick inside the man’s coat 
sleeve. You could have knocked the 
man over with a feather, too, and 
a chicken feather at-that, when 
five or six more chicks. began 
walking across his tahle and nib- 
bling at the entree. But Gali-Gali 
merely saluted smartly, said, 
“Thank you,” and whisked the 
chicks into his kimono, 

And as it turned out, there real- 
ly was nothing to be excited about 
in those six chickens, because later 
on, nine of them turned up,. three 
under each of three brass cups. 
Half a dozen men were heard, au- 
dibly, to take the pledge, and the 
chicks seemed to be just as amazed 
as the spectators. 

These chick tricks which . are 
astounding even the most skeptical 
customers nightly at the Park 
Plaza’s Crystal Terrace are the 
climax of Gali-Gali’s fast moving 
string of tricks. Pulling poultry, 
instead of rabbits, out of hats, is 
part of his family tradition, The 
act may even be familiar to some 


of the older generation of St. . 
Louisans, 


for his father, also 
named Gali-Gali, did the same thing 
when he appeared at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904. 

“My father was one of. the acts 
in The Streets of Cairo,” Cali-Gali 


explained, “and he do the same 
thing as I do, exactly.

The fine Egyptian 
hand, in his case, is quicker than 
a roomful of eyes, and the only 
egg he ever lays is the one that 
he finds under the baby chicks—a 
sort of rubberized fabric egg that 
his baby girl, Fatima, bounces on 
the floor instead of a ball. 

Gali was born in Port Said, 
Egypt, and he took up the family 
business when he was 9 years old.

His 4-3-3-3 
distribution, in connection with his 
honor tricks, gave him an ideal 
Opening no trump. 

The West player at- each table 
opened the six of spades as the best 
chance despite the lack of re 
entries. At one table East played 
the ace and followed up with the 
jack of spades. South held off and 
won the third spade trick. Since 
West never got in to run his 
spades this declarer had no trouble 
in winning 10 tricks. 

At the other table the sound con- 
tract was defeated! The rule of 
eleven told East that declarer had 
only one card. higher than the 
spade six. While it was perfectly 
true that East-West could run the 
entire spade suit if that card was 
anything but the king, East saw 
no reason to give declarer a 
chance to block the spade suit if 
he did happen to have the king. 
East, therefore, played the jack 
of spades at the first trick. 

South could hardly refuse to win 
the trick, since he could not tell 
which player had the ace of spades. 
To concede to East’s jack might 
not only mean losing the king as 
a trick but might also mean that, 
on a spade return, the entire suit 
would be run off. Thus, although 
the holdup of the spade king for 
two rounds would have insured the 
contract, declarer . cannot be 
blamed for taking East’s jack. 

Nine tricks could not be run 
without clearing the club suit, and 
on the first club lead East hopped 
up with the ace and returned the 
ace and .four of spades, thus en- 
abling West to run his suit.
